said that "as the Chancellor of 
McGiii University I have no 
comment." 

Harrington is chairman of the 
Board of Redpath Industries 
Limited. Appearing In court 
with Harrington will be the 
chairmen of the Boards of 
Redpath, Atlantic Sugar 
Refineries Co. Ltd and St. 
Lawrence Sugar Ltd. These 
three sugar companies, who 
control over 90% of the sugar 
market of Eastern Canada, 
have been convicted under the 
Combines Investigation Act of 
conspiring for more than 13 
years to prevent or lessen 
competition In the sugar 
market." 

The prohibition order will 
forbid firms from repeating 
their illegal actions and will 
require 28 officers and direc- 
tors of the three corporations to 
hear the restraining order 
personally. 

The companies were con- 
victed on the competition 
charge last March, and the 
court's action constitutes 
reversal of their acquittal In 
December 1975. During that 
court case, the then minister of 
consumer and corporate af- 
fairs, André Ouellet, lost his 
cabinet' post for charging the 
three sugar companies with 
conspiring to eliminate free 
trade. 

The three companies 
pleaded guilty to a similar 
charge In 1963.

Despite previous predictions 
that enrolment would drop for 
the 1978-79 academic year, the 
number of students registering 
at McGIII has slightly in- 
creased. The number of full- 
time students at McGIII is 
expected to top the 18,000 
mark. According • to Susan 
Boville, an administrative 
planner, "once the late 
registration is completed 
enrolment will be slightly 
higher than last year's total of 
17,960.." 

As a result, the Quebec 
government will be granting 
McGIII what they term a 
"budget-balancing" subsidy of 
88 million dollars, which in- 
cludes adjustments to sub- 
sidies of previous years to 



cover the costs of educating 
students. 

In an interview with the Dally, 
Boville also noted that the 
number of foreign students 
registered at McGIII "looks to 
be exactly the same figure as 
last year, based on student 
registration files." 

Although figures are not 
available for graduate. studies' 
programmes, the number of 
undergraduate visa students 
has not appeared to have 
suffered from the im- 
plementation of differential 
fees this September. ' 

Many critics of the Quebec 
government's differential fee 
programme predicted that a 
two-tier fee structure would 
cause a dramatic decline in the 
number of foreign students 



enrolling In Quebec's liniver-' 
slties. 

A member of the committee 
to fight differential fees, Marie 
Tickos, expressed surprise 
when Informed that foreign 
student enrolment had not 
declined despite the govern- 
ment's policy. 

Tickos remarked that a 
number of foreign students 
were unaware of the changes In 
the fee policy possibly because 
of a lack of information 
presented to them, but there 
would have to be" more reasons 
why visa student enrolment did 
not decline. 

Tickos added that the 
enrolment stability goes 
against the committee's ex- 
pectations and it should not 
affect any plans to be un- 
dertaken by the group. 



foreign students at McGIII, 
according to Admissions 
Director Peggy Sheppard. 
Sheppard hopes to have exact 
statistics in "about two 
weeks." 

Differential fees, which came 
into effect this September, add 
$1,000 to the tuition of foreign 
students. 

The Committee to Fight 
Differential Fees, which was 
formed by McGIII students last 
spring and now includes other 
universities and CEGEPs, feels 
that differential fees will have a 
detrimental effect on education 
and will encroach upon 
foreigners' rights. 

The Committee is protesting 
the implementation of the fees 
by the Parti Québécois which 
came to office with an election 
promise of free education. 
Marie Tlgkos, member of the 
Committee, sees differential 
fees "as part of a larger trend to 
raise all students' tuition. 
Foreign students are the 
weakest so they were hit upon 
first." 

Many Quebec groups In- 
cluding Laval and ANEQ have 
reacted against differential 



fees, according to Tlgkos, 
because they see the fees as an 
act against education. 

The Committee's main 
function is to inform students 
about differential' fees, but it 
has also held a demonstration 
In front of the PQ offices In 
April and is circulating a 
petition to revoke the fees. 

One member objected to the 
"whole ' bureaucratic spirit in 
which the fees have been 
manipulated", citing the 
confusion of the starting date 
for the fees. 

McGIII's Foreign Students 
Advisor David Ellsha stated 
that "a very ambiguous 
statement" from the Minister of 
Education gave the impression 
that the fees would come into 
effect January 1979, but In- 
stead universities were notified 
on shojt notice of the Sep- 
tember 1978 date. 

The Committee is also 
protesting the new immigration 
law* C-24 which allows officials 
to deport foreign students on 
the basis of suspicions that 
"one will engage in criminal 
activity... that one will engage 
in violence."

McGill's new principal must 
"be a recognized academic, in 
order to get the respect of the 
staff," according to Principal 
Robert Bell, who is retiring as 
soon as a replacement can be 
.found. Bell announced his 
intention to resign last spring. 

As well, the new principal 
requires "mental and physical 
stamina, as long; irregular 
hours must be logged." The 
new principal should be 
"sympathetic towards being a 
public figure," as he or she will 
be "engaged in political ac- 
tivity." Added Bell jovially,' the 
new principal needs "a strong 
stomach and digestion for the 
social aspects." 



After Bell announced his 
intention to resign, Chancellor 
of the University Conrad 
Harrington called for 
nominations for the prin- 
cipalshlp and a search com- 
mittee was formed to review 
applicants. 

The 13 member committee 
has 2 representatives each 
from Senate, the Board of 
Governors, the Graduate 
Society, the Students' Society 
and the McGill Association of 
University Teachers (MAUT), as 
well as two non-academics. 
The job of the search com- 
mittee, according to student 
member Neil Wiener, is to 
"collect the references and use 
them to evaluate the nominees. 
They are then categorized Into 



mree groups: A,B, and C." ' 

The A group is a small group 
(6-12) of prime candidates who 
will be interviewed. The B group 
is composed of secondary 
candidates still "In the run- 
ning." The Cs are minor 
possibilities. 

The committee is now 
meeting weekly. According to 
Harrington, "a short list of 
names Is being created and 
they will be interviewed by the 
whole committee!" Once the 
committee has decided on the 
best candidate, the name will 
be submitted to the Board of 
Governors for ratification. 
Negotiations concerning 
salary, hours and commitment 
will then be made.

The sane need protection

The rights of patients com- 
mitted Involuntarily to mental 
nstitutions . were discussed 
yesterday in a debate and panel 
session held at the Faculty of 
Law. 

Dr. Joel Paris, chief 
psychiatrist at McGill Health 
Services and * Director of 
Education for the Department 
of Psychiatry at the Jewish 
■General Hospital,- argued that 
existing legislation sufficiently 
protects the rights of the. 
mentally ill. 

Ms. Janice Dillon, legal 
consultant to the Law Reform 
Commission of Canada, 
"Protection of Life Project" 
disagreed with Paris.

He claimed it was wrong to 
view "the mental patient as 
some kind of romantic in- 
dividualist," as he is portrayed 
in such movies as "One Flew 
Over The Cuckoo's Nest" and 
"The King of Hearts". "The 
reality," he said, "is that mental 
Illness involves tremendous 
pain and suffering. Psychosis 
is not a good trip à la Jack 
Nicholson. I only wish' it were."

patients are not as evil as they" 
are often made out to be. He 
denied that psychiatrists want

illness saying, "This would be 
nice if it were true but it Isn't. 
There is such a thing as mental 
illness and it has both genetic 
and' biological causes." He 
noted that there are "phar- 
maceutical treatments" for 
certain mental disorders. 
• Paris argued people have 
wrongly come to believe that 
every year thousands are 
locked away forever in mental 
institutions. He claimed that 
abuses of the legal procedures 
for civil commitment are rare. 
He agreed with his opponent 
however that a more rigorous 
legal definition of what con- 
stitutes severe mental disorder 
Is needed. 

Dillon was .not as positive 
about the situation. She called 
the involuntary confinement of 
individuals to mental in- 
stitutions "an extreme form of 
state Intervention" and noted 
that it Involves the moral issues 
of "liberty,- privacy and the 
inviolability of the body." Dillon 
does not feel that existing 
legislation adequately protects 
the rights of patients confined 
against their will. Whereas now 
it seems that the onus falls on 
patients to prove they are not 
dangerous to themselves or 
society Dillon feels "the 
psychiatrist should have to 
prove that hospitalization will 
protect and help the patient."

Dillon noted that In the US 
and even more so in Canada 
few commitment cases have 
been brought to trial. She 
advocates judicial review in the 
Initial commitment stages 
since, if it comes any later, it 
might be "too late." 

Paris, on the other hand, felt 
that it was often necessary to 
postpone judicial review since 
"no-one -wants a patient to 
jump off a bridge while the case 
Is being tried." Dillon coun- 
tered that statistics have 
shown "psychiatrists over- 
predict both the dangers 



caused by and the suicidal 
tendencies of patients" a fact 
Paris did not deny. He added, "I 
would rather be wrong 9 times 
out of 10, than have the tenth 
person commit a violent act." 

As an example of the danger 
of what she considers 
inadequate commitment laws, 
Dillon cited the case of an 
American woman who because 
she was slightly retarded and 
had nowhere else to go, 'was 
committed . to a mental In- 
stitution. "She spent twenty 
years trying to convince them 
of her sanity before she was 
allowed to leave," Dillon said.

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Liberals cut back 
to gain votes 

Donald Johnston's approval of the federal government's program 
of fiscal- restraint shows that the cutbacks are merely part of a 
pre-election buildup designed to attract publicity. They will not do 
. whât Johnston says they will: stimulate Investment in the 
Canadian economy and restore the Canadian dollar. 

_ In an interview published In Monday's Dally Johnston, the 
Liberal candidate In the upcoming federal by-election In West- 
mount, remarked, "Most people don't realize that their govern- - 
ments are not simply unlimited sources of funds; the greater the 
expansion of money supply, the greater the Inflation. The catch-up 
effect over a period of years is unbelievable, so it's better 
sometimes to swallow some bitter medicine at the outset." 

The cutbacks were officially announced on national television 
August 1 by Prime Minister Trudeau. He claimed the cutbacks 
would stimulate the' economy, create jobs, and stimulate in- 
vestment. 

One of the keystones of the cutbacks program is a $2 billion 
cutback in planned expenditures, with- the money saved being 
shifted to "trouble areas." 

Even here at McGill, critics are pointing to the federal program 
as a sham. Economics professor Jack Weldon has said that -the 
cutbacks are in effect "nothing more than a numbers game In 
which money Is being shuffled around with little if any savings in 
actual, government expenditures.". Weldon suggests that the 
government save money by becoming more efficient.

AUhough the cutbacks have not yet been fully publicized, they -r . , 
have thus far been exploited to ensure the Liberal Party's con- ûTTûyC 
tinued power. In Canada, the taxpayerjs perhaps frustrated with J I CTl Q 

paying the UIC benefits that six-digit unemployment necessitates, — 
and Canadian civil servants, with "soft jobs" and pension plans 
indexed to the cost of living, are a further drain on the people who 
work at "real Jobs." 

By singling these two groups out for attack, Trudeau" hopes not 
to solve unemployment, but to solve the problem of his declining 
popularity. 

Trudeau and Johnston's claims that the cutbacks will stimulate 
employment have already been proved false. The conservative 
government of_Manitoba has been adhering to a policy of fiscal 
restraint since last fall, and unemployment figures released in 
July show unemployment In Manitoba has risen 17% more than 
the national average. . 

The Liberal government should heed the warning given to them 
by Nova Scotlans last week and stop politicking with the national 
coffers before they lose all their credibility.

Restrictions placed upon visa 
students in Ontario will mean 
losses for all students, ac- 
cording to speakers who at- 
tended the international 
student quorum at the 
University of Toronto last- 
Friday. 

The Graduate Students' 
Union (GSU) vice-president 
Barbra Stewart defended visa 
students because' "they- need 
our help and because, 
ultimately, we are defending 
ourselves?' 

Stewart said she was con- 
vinced that the proposed In- 
crease in differential fees for 
visa students Is a prelude to a 
federal government plan to 
increase tuition fees for all 
students in Canada. Visa 
students are defenceless In the 
face of differential fees, are 
victimized by an atmosphere In 
which it Is acceptable, if not 
normal, to raise the tuition fees 
of all students in Canada, she 
said. 

For example, in 1976, after 
promising that there would be 
no Increases In tuition fees that 
year, the' federal government 
introduced differential fees for 
all visa students, said Stewart. 
The following year all students 
were subjected to 'Increased 
tuition fees. Stewart called for 
collective action to do whatever 
may be necessary to oppose 
the government proposals. 

Charles Kere, president of an 
Ontario visa students group, 
OISE Graduate- Studénts' added. To limit the number and 

uest action of visa students would in 
the long run be a loss for all 
students. 



legal organized activities which 
will further their cause. Kere 
emphasized a need for par : 
t Id pat ion from Canadians as 
well as visa students because 
without the participation of 
students," the battle can never 
be won." 

Visa students were warned 
that apathy Is self-defeating 
and that one can only gain from 
a situation If one takes an 
active part. When members of 
the. audience pointed out that 
apathy was not their problem, 
but that fear of deportation or 
harassment as -a result of 
"subversive" behaviour was the 
real issue, Kere was quick to 
point out- that participation in 
legal activities such as the 
evening's quorum cannot be 
deemed "subversive," because 
the students are acting within 
their rights. - ^ 

According to Kere, the low 
profile of the International 
students to date Is a reflection 
of their fear of possible 
retaliation from the Canadian 
government, should they get 
Involved with political Issues. 
He encouraged visa students to 
fear a little less and to help 
themselves a little more. . 

Another speaker, at' the 
forum, assistant Dean Authur 
Sherk, of the school of 
Graduate Studies, . suggested 
that foreign students are Im- 
portant in any university 
because "we need a certain 
amount of cross-fertilization of 
Ideas." Scholarly knowledge 
should be shared by all, leading 
to a universal education, he

Contrary to the view held by 
popular academics, the current 
state of economic chaos does 
hot result from misguided 
Keyneslanpolicies, but due to 
problems unique to the 1970 s. 
Joan Robinson, an In- 
ternationally know British 
economist, made the statement 
during a visiting lecture at 
McGIII on Monday. More than 
150 students and professors 
who came to hear the 75-year- 
old theorist speak. . 

Elaborating - on what she 
called the Inherent vices of our 

'period, the one-time friend of 
Keynes explained why 
Keynesian remedies of 
government Intervention were 
not designed to deal with the 
special problems of 
monopolies, scarcity of 

. resources and power im- 
balances between countries 
that exist today. "It's harder 
now to erase Inflation than it 

'was in the thirties", Robinson 
explained. 

However, according to 
Robinson, there are dangers in 
completely abandorihlg 
KeynsianH economics. '-This

good," she remarked, com- 
menting on the University of 
Chicago economist who is 
directing thinking away from 
fiscal policies recommended 
by Keynes, and towards less 
government interference. She 
cautioned that Friedman's 
laisser faire attitude cannot 
work in our "unstable 
economy." 

In response to à question 
about the possibility of an 
Increase In long run unem- 
ployment, Robinson admitted 
that this problem, unforseen by 
Keynes, must be further 
studied and dealt with in the 

Another question raised the 
issue of the sinking Canadian 
dollar.- Robinson commented 
that the depreciating dollar is 



really a problem of ex- 
pectations, and has no firm 
economic base. She explained 
that speculators, who panic to 
get rid of Canadian money 
which they expect to fall In 
value, only worsen the situation 
by buying foreign currency. 

Noting that the path to 
recovery would be difficult, Ms 
Robinson concluded" with a 
plea to economists to not give 
up the theoretical doctrines of 
Keynes In their efforts. She 
warned that North American 
academics have gone off the 
track that Keynes laid down 
and because of the great In- 
fluence American economists 
have on other thinkers, "it will 
be a hard task to get back on 
the right track." 



Plug pulled on pool

An ominous silence by the 
provincial government has 
dampened Concordia's Initial 
optimism regarding its use of 
the Olympic facilities, r*'- 

"We haven't heard a thing 
over the summer," said 
Athletics Director Dr. Ed Enos. 

Last year It was reported that 
Claude Charron," minister of 
youth, sports and recreation, 
had accepted the recom- 
mendations of the'Marson 
Committee which suggested 
Concordia and Université du 
Québec à Montréal (UQAM) be 
given access to the sports 
venues (including pool, 
stadium and velodrome). 

"They (the Quebec govern- 
ment) asked us to -do the 



paperwork like good little boys 
and we did it," said Enos, who 
expected a decision soon after. 
"We've gone as far as we can 

Enos maintains the PQ 
caucus has confused the Issue. 
He feels the decision to let the 
two universities use the 
Olympic facilities has been 
"packaged" together with a 
decision to complete the tower 
and roof for the stadium (now 
estimated by Enos to cost $132 
million). 

"We don't want the tower," 
said Enos-"AII we want Is for 
them to let us use the pool. We 
aren't going to dirty up their 
water." 

He said he would settle for $9 
million to'build a small fitness 
building "with maybe a 



swimming pool." 

The seriousness with which 
the PQ view the matter was 
shown, Enos noted, when he 
asked to use the pool for a 
university swim party and was 
told it would have to be 
authorized by Quebec. 

Renting the facilities without 
government financial 
assistance is out of the 
question. Enos was told it cost 
the' Canadian Swimming 
Federation $6,000 to rent the 
pools jpr three days (the federal 
government picked up the fab). 

Enos cautioned that any 
agitation to speed up a 
decision could lead to a 
situation where the university 
is cut out of any plans.

Walker contributed a 
team recbrd 30 points towards 
the cause, with the balance of 
the scoring coming from Stuart 
Cunningham, Rob Rohl, Jeff 
Brown and John Hart.
